On the so called tnbje mounds of 
Iowa are nuniprous linpressious of 
what look exactly like cloven ftat it 
IB not surprising that sti|>erstltlous 
people should attribute them to the 
devil taking his walks abroad, thottfh 
as a matter of fact they are not foot- 
print* of any kind whatsoever, but 
merely weather worn Impressions left 
by a species of niollusk-Hke animal 
known to science ns pentamerus. 

To the Smithsonian Institution not 
long ago somebody sent from the Bad 
Lands of Nebraska what purported to 
be a fossil ham. It did In very truth 
look like a ham, and, to render the 
verisimilitude complete, the bone was 
actually sticking out nt one end of It. 
Nevertheless an Investigation showed 
that the alleged hone was In reality a 
"vacullte"--an extinct mollusk's shell, 
rodlike rn form— and the rest of the 
"ham" was a mere accidental agglom- 
eration of stony stuff 

One day quite recently a young man 
walked Into the National museum a* 
Washington nnd presented to the an- 
thropologist in charge a petrified foo'.. 
It was received with many thanks, 
though recognized at a glance as a 
water worn fragment of rock which 
had accidentally assumed a shape t~- 
sembling a foot. 

8uch chance Imitations as these fre- 
quently occur In nature. Another one, 
deposited In the same institution, was 
supposed by I he finder to he a petri- 
fied oyster. It looks ils If on the half 
shell. All its parts are wonderfully 
distinct, nnd there is even a small 
pearl In it seemingly. Yet It la not an 
oyster at all. 

Many years ago the "eozoon" was 
Introduced as a fossil to a wondering 
world by Sir William Dawson, nn em- 
inent geologist. It was accepted by 
science for quite awhile as the earliest 
and oldest of known anlmnls— the 
"dawn animal," ns its nnme signifies. 
Recent scientific Investigation, how- 
ever, has proved that it is not and 
never was an animal at nil. It Is mere' 
ly a curious crystalline combination of 
two minerals which has the look of 
something that once upon a time was 

It lias recently been proved that 
many markings on sedimentary rocks 
long supposed to be fossil prints <f 
algae and other plants are In reality 
tracks left by Insects, mollufcks nnd 
worms. Some of these alleged "plnnts" 
had actually received names nnd been 
classified Into genera nnd species. 

But It has been sufficiently shown 
that markings exactly similar can bo 
produced by allowing such anlmnls ns 
those above mentioned to creep across 
a surface of moist plaster or wet clay.

A tremendous crowd heard Mr. F. 
G. Ewing, General Manager of the 
Tobacco Association, Monday. He 
was introduced by Dr. J. L. Barker, 
the county chairman. 

Mr. Ewing's general hAlth has 
improved and though his voice was 
weak he was able to make himself 
heard by most of his hearers. At 
the conclusion of his address Dr. 
Barker took a vote as to whether or 
not the Manager should be sustained 
and many hands were held up. On 
th« ajegative side five or six, some of 
them colored members, held up their 
hands. One of the conspicious in- 
surgents was Lee Witty, who recent- 
ly had one of his eyes injured, and 
who stood upon a rear bench with a 
bandage around his head. 

Looking at his uplifted hand Mr. 
Ewing said, "We will send a com- 
mittee to wait upon the few who are 
dissatisfied," 
Witty retorted in a loud voice: 
"Will you send it in the day time 
or at night?" and the meeting closed 
with a general laugh. * 

ANSWERED QUESTIONS. 

x. Ewing answered all sorts of 
questions propounded by members. 
No insurgents took part in the quiz- 
zing. He told what it had done to 
promote the welfare of the mem- 
bers. When the questions were ask- 
td, County Chairman Barker wanted 
to know it the report was true that 
a certain Dr. David A. Amoss had 
been paid $5,000 or some other large 
sum to lead certain night-rider raids. 
Mr. Ewing emphatically denied that 
Dr. Amoss or any other person had 
bsen paid any sum of money for 
such purposes. He said that no 
money had ever been paid out by 
tie association except through legi- 
timate channels, for legitimate ex- 
I penses, and that there was no graft 
tn the organization. 

He denied that the directors reap- 
ed any benefits from prizing con- 
tracts, or that they enjoyed any per- 
quisites. 

One official's resignation had been 
asked for on account of his business 
connection, a bank amoug them. Mr. 
Ewing said he had refused to take 
stock in any enterprises, even the 
Guthrie organ, doing business with 
the association. 

The association, he said, did not 
publish financial statements because 
enemies of the organization would 
seek to distort the figures, but every 
county chairman was supplied with 
such a statement, to which every 
member had access. Concerning 
the capitalization of the organiza- 
tion at only $200, he said that was 
done merely to conform to the law- 
the stock being held by the directors, 
nondividend paying and j.iissing 
from eru'h county chairman to his 
successor in office. Und c the 
charter, should tU a- -xk : tion be 
dissolved, all mono;, in the treasury I 



would be pro-rated among the mem- 
bers of the association of the preced- 
ing ye«r. 

There was now $67,000 in the 
treasury and if no unforeseen expens- 
es occurred it would be possible to 
reducu the 1 per cent, commission 
charged members for association 
purposes He told of the negotia- 
tions now on with the Imperial To- 
bacco Company for the 1908 crop. If 
the sale is made the tobacco will he 
packed lightly in hogsheads, about 
1,150 pounds to each. This propos- 
ed deal has opened up the stemming 
district trade and prospects for larg- 
er sales are rosy.The 19,000 hogshead 
of the" 1907 crop still unsold was be- 
ing taken at the rate of 500 to 1,200 
a week an. I all would be sold before 
the 1908 crop was offered. 

He said the loose sale scheme 
was out of the question, as the 
tobacco could not properly be con- 
trolled except in hogsheads duly re- 
corded. In each transaction during 
1909 there will be a system of book- 
keeping by which a daily record 
would be kept on every hogshead 
pledged to the association. He said 
h 1 had been informed arrangements 
were practically made by which 
members could obtain 60 per cent 
advace payment on their tobacco at 
8 per cent interest. 

Mentii iniK the suit filed at Padu- 
cah after the appointment for a re- 
ceiver for the association, Mr. Ewing 
asserted that enemies of the organi- 
zation were hack of the movement 
and were seeking to harrass it3 offi- 
cers. The condition of tobacco was 
responsible f or the re grading that 
had been done and prices were low- 
ered in order to make them right, 
the demand in the preceding season 
having made them abnormally high. 

As to the Lyon county resolutions, 
he said he visited Lyon county twice 
and was assured by the people that 
everything was all right there. On 
neither occasion was he able to see 
the author of the resolutions. He 
denied that there was serious discon- 
tent in Christian county and said 
that loyal men of the association 
outnumbered the insurgents five to 
one. The condition of the associa- 
tion was excellent, he said, and he 
called on all members for enthusias- 
tic support. While the Burley Asso- 
ciation had made one spectecular 
deal, he said, the Planters' Associa- 
tion had been in successful operation 
for three years. There were com- 
plex problems to solve and strong 
opposition to overcome, all of which 
was being splendidly accomplished. 
He pleaded for good feeling among 
all the members and deprecated any 
spirit of unfriendliness and asked 
for the sympathy and support of all 
the good citizens of this region for 
the association.

Dread Dlaeaaa Yields to a Simple Sur- 
gical Operation. 



tnse puzzle of the medical profession, 
can be positively cured by simple sur- 
gical m ct hods, nciortllug to Dr. lA 
Grand N Denalow of New York, who 
recently read a paper on the subjert 
before the Academy of Medicine. 

I»r. Denslow claims that In thirty 
cases he hrs treated during the last 
four years he has never uilsaed a cure 
and there has not been a single re- 
lapse. He declares bis discovery came 
after thirty-two years' investigation of 
the disease. 

Dr. Denslow assured the forty mem- 
bers of the academy who heard him 
that In every one of the thirty cases 
of tabes or locomotor ataxia he had 
found lesions or erosions along the 
urinary tract. From this he argued 
that these lesions were the cause of 
the disease. lie examined with the 
ordinary surgical instruments, located 
the lesions, treated them until they 
disappeared and found, nccordlng to 
his statement, that with their disap- 
pearance the tabes also disappeared. 

Dr. Denslow gave as his theory of 
the cause of the disease that the ie- 
slons or erosions were responsible for 
the creation of a sensory Impulse In 
the region affected and as a result of 
these continuous sensory Impulses year 
after year the trouble was finally con- 
veyed to the roots of the spinal cord. 
He ascribed to the disease n purely 
physical cause and declared that, as 
the best battery gave out through con- 
stant use, so must the spinal cord after 
these sensory attacks. 

The thirty cases treated by Dr. Dens- 
low Include ten sent to him by the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
Some of the thirty were doserlbed as 
just able to shutlle* along alone, others 
moved with the aid of canes, others 
with attendants, and others were un- 
able to leave their beds. 

Dr. Denslow said he had cured them 
all and had uo fear that he could not 
cure others.

ORE CONCENTRATOR. 

Improved Machine Prevents Washing 
Away of Fine Material. 

With a view of preventing the fine 
material from being washed away 
with the tailings and thus insuring a 
complete saving of the concentrates, 
an ore concentrator has recently been 
invented In which the water Is Inter- 
mittently applied, permitting the con 
centrates to pass the Impact line undis- 
turbed. The water first washes thA 
concentrates forward, then, flowing 
back down upon the apron, washes 
out the material contained therein. 

In the accompanying engraving the 
apron or belt which carries the ma- 
terial to be concentrated Is indicated 
at A. The belt inclines upward in the 
direction of travel— that Is. toward the 
forward end. At B is a hopper, which 
serves to distribute the material on to 
the belt. In front of the distributer is 
t ree c iy o lr, C. from which water Is fed 
through a series of chutes to a trough 
D. The latter Is journaled In brackets 
.projecting from the reservoir. By 
means of a link, E, the trough Is con-

■oundlng. Now the coast survey pro- 
ceeds by "sweeping"-that Is, by sink- 
tag to the depth « pipe hnr. which Is 
trailed along by two boats, one at each 
end of the cnble passing through it. 
Any obstruction encountered Is imme- 
diately perceptible and is at once 
noted, located and observed. Coastal 
waters are carefully "platted." and 
each 'plat is thoroughly gone over. 
The superiority of "sweeping" over 
"sounding" Is made evident by the 
fact that in u comparatively limited 
area of the Maine coast, 'covering 
rather more than forty llnenr miles, 
fifteen reefs hnve been discovered 
heretofore uncharted. It often hap- 
pens In sounding that the lead line 
avoids some nnrrow spindle of rock 
whoso point Is Just below the surface 
of the water and which goes unchart- 
ed.

Municipal Theaters, 

The first municipal, uncommercial 
theater In America— an endowed Insti- 
tution— Is In successful operation in 
Red Wing, Minn. lied Wing Is a town 
of only 10,000 persons, forty miles 
down the Mississippi river from St. 
Paul, and to It several years ago a citi- 
zen left $80,000 to found a municipal 
theater. A citizens' committee under 
the terms of the bequest manages the 
playhouse, and so well has It done its 
work that for the last three years a 
dividend on the capital Invested has 
been paid to the town.

Milk bricks arc sold in Belgium and 
Denmark. These bricks are milk fro- 
zen solid, and when intended for use 
as soon as received in the household 
the lacteal fluid for the tea or coffee 
haa to be chipped off according to the 
quantity desired In the drink. This 
brick milk has grown to be a necessi- 
ty in tho warmer countries of Europe. 
The Belgium government has given a 
yearly subsidy to lncreaae the trade. 
In Copenhagen a firm engaged in this 
business makes a weekly delivery of 
300,000 pounds. A great deal of this 
goes to distant countries.
